Replies To Questions 
In reply to other political ques­ 
tions, 
Mr. Eisenhower told re­ 
porters: 
1. If his political opponents pre 
fer to be known as the Democratic 
Party, he feels that is their right. 
But he added with a laugh that 
he might on the spur of the mo­ 
ment go along with the Republican 
National Committee’s announced 
policy of removing the “ic” and 
calling the opposition the “Demo­ 
crat Party.” 
2. He has received invitations to 
make campaign appearances in 
Oregon, Washington and Ohio and 
has expressed interest in doing so 
but no final decisions have been 
made. 
3. He 
doesn't 
know 
whether 
many labor votes will be swayed 
by the AFL-CIO Executive Board’s 
endorsement of Democratic presi­ 
dential candidate Adlai E. Steven­ 
son.
